The Special Committee on Install- 
ment Tax bill reported that it did not 
conflict with the political code. The 
bill was finally ordered reprinted. 

The Committee on Government re- 
ported favorably the bill to increase 
the police forces, amended to provide 
that there may be one police officer to 
every 500 inhabitants. 

Maher’s resolution appointing Jack 
Stepacher as clerk of the Apportion- 
ment Committee, with a per diem at 
$5, was adupted. 

The Judiciary Committee reported 
that the Governor’s action in with- 
drawing Waterman’s appointments 
was legal. Goucher opposed it and 
wanted it referred to the Attogney- 
General. The report was finally 
adopted and a recess taken until 1:30. 


ASSEMBLY. 


A large number of bills was intro- 
duced when the Assembly met this 
morning. :

The 
resolution also provides that on Wed- 
nesday next unless the Naval A ppropri 
ation bill is reported to the House, the 
previous question be considered as or- 
dered at 4o0’clock. The same rule to 
apply to the Consularand Diplomatic 
bill on Friday, Jan. 90th, and to the 
‘Military Academy bill on Tuesday, 
Feb. 3d. -The resolution was referred 
to the Committee on Rules. 

The approval of the journal is being 
made the subject 6f a prolonged de- 
bate, but there is an entire absence of 
the disorder of yesterday. 

The journal has been approved and 
the District of Columbia Appropriation 
bill, the House has gone into Com- 
mittee of the Whole on the Naval Ap- 
propriation bill; the general debate 
being limited to four hours. 


SENATE. 

A quorum appeared at 10:30 and the 
question of the approval of the journal 
came up, Aldrich. took the floor and 
stated that the Democrats at last had 
thrown off all disguise and disclosed 
that they had decided to prevent any 
legislation unless they wished to regard 
a certain measure acceded to. Harris 
said ifthe Senate would proceed to the 
consideration of the appropriation bill 
the minority would consent. 

Aldrich, at the conclusion of his re- 
marks, moved that the Senate pro- 
ceed to the consideration of the reso- 
lution to amend the rules by the 
adoption of the plan of closure. The 
point of order from the Democratic 
side was that the unfinished business 
was not a motion to correct the jour- 
nal of Tuesday’s proceedings and that 
as it involved the status of Aldrich’s 
resolution, it must be first disposed of 
The Vice President indicated his de- 
sire to hear agument on the point and 
positions on each side stated by various 
Senators. Stewart argued strongly on 
the Democratic side, and Sherman ar- 
guing that although the motion to cor- 
rect the journal wasja privileged ques- 
tion, it did not necessarily follow it 
must be first considered. Any other 
subject might be taken up in prefer- 
ence by a majority vote. 

The Vice President ruled the Al- 
drich motion to proceed with consider- 
ation of the closure rule in order and 
overruled Harris’ point of order. Har- 
ris appealed but the chair was sus- 
tained. Messrs. Teller, Wolcott and 
Stewart voted with the Democrats. 
Aldrich moved to proceed with the 
consideration of his resolution of clos- 
ure, and Gorman moved to table it.

Funeral of Kalakaua.

San Francisco, Jan. 22.—The last | 
honors were paid in San Francisco, to 
the late King Kalakaua of Hawaii, 
when the funeral services took place 
in the afternoon at Trinity Episcopal 
Church. The preparations for the 
services began a little after [2 M., 
when the. Post Street door of the 
Church was opened -to admit the 
clergy, public officials and privileged 
individuals. The streets without were 
almost impassable from the throngs 
gathered in the vicinity. The interior 
of the church was not draped, except 
at the back of the chancel where the 
American and Hawaiian flags were 
hung together, while before them, 
burned a number of jets of gas, ar- 
ranged in the form of a kingly crown. 
The floral pieces in the chancel were 
large and numerous, one cf the most 
noteworthy being a banner, presented 
by Islam Temple of Nobles of the 
Mystic Shrine of the Masonic Order, 
to which the King was admitted. It 
represented the badge of the Order 
given to him just before death,a 
large cimeter and crescent of white 
flowers on a purple ground, and the 
word “‘Islam’’ above. 

The first nine rows of seats in the 
church were occupied by the pall 
bearers and dignitaries, Admiral 
Brown and staff, the Golden Gate 
Commandery of Knights Templars 
members of the Consular Corps, Ma- 
sons and others. Mayor Sandersoa, ; 
ex-Mayor Pond and representatives of 
various municipal organizations occu- 
pied seats in the body of the church. 

At 1:30 p. m. the bells of the church 
began tolling, while the organ sounded 
the solemn strains of Bethoven’s fun- 
eral march. The clergy, followed by 
the guard of honor, proceeded slowly 
down the aisle, followed by the pall 
bearers, bearing the coffin, which was 
draped with Hawaiian colors and 
heaped with flowers. Closely follow- 
ing came Consul McKinley and the lit- 
tle party of Hawaiians which accom- 
panied the King from Honolulu. The 
coffin was borne into the chancel, and 
as the clergy arranged themselves on 
either side, at a distance, the aug- 
mented choir intoned a chant by Fel- 
ton. 

The chprch was soon filled with 
spectators. The Twentieth Verse of 
the Fifteenth Chapter, First Epistle 
of 8t. Paul to the Corinthians, was 
read by Bishop Spalding of St. John’s 
Church, and the hymn ‘Jerusalem 
the Golden”’’ was, sung. Rev. J. 8. 
Reed then delivered a short funeral. 
discourse. ‘‘ Rock of Ages’’ was sung, 
the Credo was recited, and after prayer 
the coffin was borne to the hearse, 
which, accompanied by the long line 
of pall-bearers and escorted by the 
State and Federal troops, was taken 
to the ferry ane conveyed aboard the 
Charleston. 

The line of march was crowded with 
people and the procession was about 
ten blocks long.

‘MYTHOLOGICAL [JEITIES. . 
Rare Statues Representing; Two of Them 
Discovered in India. 
The Pioneer of Allahabad reports an | 
archeological discovery of some im- 
portance at Maheswar, in the Rungpore 
district, says the London Times. Some 
children, while playing among ruins 
there, unearthed two beautiful. groups 
of statuary, cut from the hard black 
basaltic stone found near Gya. Both 
represent mythological deities, with 
features of a Grwco-Buddhistic type. 
The first is two feet in length by twen- 
ty inches in breadth, with a depth of 
six inches. It represents Vishnu or 
Basudeb, the emblem of the preserving 
power in nature. The central figure 
stands on a lotus, and its four hands 
grasp a club, wheel, lotus and conch. 
On the head is atiara three inches in 
height, which, with the earrings, neck- 
lace, bracelets, waist-chain and sacred 
thread, are rendered with a wonderful 
degree of delicacy and finish. To the 
right and left stand figures.of Laksmi, 
the Goddess of Wealth, and Saraswati, 
who patronizes learning, each ten inch- 
es in height. Round the central group 
are seven minor deities armed with 
bows and arrows, and riding on 
horses and elephants. The entabla- 
ture is surmounted by a head of 
the Avair, known as Nrisingha.

“How many wagon loads of silver 
would those New York bankers get if 
they sell the Treasury ten million dol- 
lars’ worth of bonds and take their pay 
in subsidiary silver coin, as they are re- 
ported likely todo?” said the Washing- 
ton correspondent of the Jacksonville 
Times-Union, to an official of the mint 
bureau. 

**‘Wagon loads, young man? You don’t 

to measure ten million dollars’ 
worth of silver by wagon loads, do 
you?” 

“Why not?” ¢ 

**Because there is too much of it. A 
wagon load would not figure in calcu- 
lating the weight of ten million dollars’ 
in silver.” 

“How much would a million dollars 
of it weigh?” 

“Only twenty-seven tons,” was the 
smiling reply. “If it w&s in silver dol- 
lars it would weigh thirty tons, but in 
subsidiary silver coin it would weigh 
twenty-seven tons and a little over— 
twenty-seven and a half tons in round 
numbers.” ’ 

‘How does it come that subsidiary 
coin weighs less to the dollar than the 
silver dollars?” 

“The subsidiary silver coimused to be 
exactly equal tothe dollar.

At that time Kamehameha, the 


founder of the first dynasty, was a. 


lad in his teens. 

The name Kalakaua, translated 
literally, means “Day of Battles,” 
and the name of his wife, Kapio- 
lani, means “Captive of Heaven.” 
This lady he married in 1862. She 
received her name from Kapiolani, 
the famous Hawaiian chiefess, who 
broke the Pele Kapu and was one 
of the earliest, if not the earliest, 
notable convert to Christianity. 

The union was not blessed with 
‘children, and in April, 1877, the 
King’s sister, Princess Lydia Kam- 
akeha Liliokualani, was by him de- 
clared heir apparent to the throne. 

Kalakaua was elected King of 
the Hawaiian Islands on the 12th 
day of February, 1874, by the mem- 
bers of the National Legislature, 
receiving twenty-nine out of the 
thirty-five votes cast, Queen Dow- 
ager Emma, relict of Kamehameha 
IV, receiving six votes. 

Soon after his election it was de- 
termined by His Majesty to make 
a tour of the islands, in order to 
become better acquainted with the 
people. No King had, immediate- 
ly after his accession, made such a 
tour since the days when Kame- 
hameha the Great made his first 
triumphal circuit, accompanied by 
his chiefs and warriors in a fleet of 
double canoes and the old style of 
ancient granduer which has leng 
since passed away. The tour was 
commenced on March 16, 1874, and 
all the islands were visited, the trip 
ending by atour of the island of 
Oahu on April 234 of that year. _ 

In September, 1874, the Ameri- 
can Government sent an invitation 
to His Majesty to visit the United 
States, and the United States ship 
Benicia, Captain Hopkins, was 
placed at his disposal. The object 
of this visit was to aid in the nego- 
tiation of the Reciprocity Treaty 
between Hawaii and the United 
States. 


In the Assembly yesterday 
Trembath of Storey introduced a 
resolution authorizing the Con- 
troller to draw his warrant in favor 
‘(of each member for thirty dollars 
for stationery, newspapers, etc.

One 
million dollars in gold coin weighs 3,686 
pounds, while in silver dollars, as I have 
said, it weighs thirty tons.” : 

‘Suppose they were to take their ten 
millions in nickels, how much would it 
weigh then?” 

*“Well, $1,000 in nickels weighs 220 
pounds. At that rate $1,000,000 would 
weigh 220,000 pounds, so that by a brief 
caleulation you will find that to trans- 
port $10,000,000 in nickels would take a

over 100, or,’in other words, a train 
about a half a mile long.” 

‘*And to follow this interesting ques- 
tion to its last step, what isthe weight 
of $1,000 or $1,000,000 in pennies?” 

“The weight of $1,000 in pennies is 
685 pounds, and $1,000,000, of course, 
would be 685,000 pounds. To trans- 
port. $10,000,000 in pennies would require 
nbout 350 cars, or make a train a couple 
of miles long.” 

Just below the windows of the mint 
bureau is a large asphalted surface, 
looking like a section of Pennsylvania 
avenue, which has bobbed up in the area 
inside of the Treasury building. It is the 
upper surface of the covering of the 
huge vault built a few years ago for the 
deposit of silver dollars and other coin 
held by the Treasury Department. This 
vault, with the others belonging to the 
Treasurer's office, has in it about $175,- 
000,000 in silver and gold coin, the total 
weight of which is calculated to be 
about 4.800 tons, or sufficient to load a 
train of cars about two and a half miles 
in length. To carry out this interesting 
calculation one step farther, it might 
be added that the Director of the Mintin 
his recent report calculates the amount 
pf metallic money in the United States 
at the close of the last fiscal year 
to have been $695,000,000 in gold and 
$463,000,000 in silver, which, upom the 
basis of weight indicated in the above 
conversation, would be 1,280 tons of 
gold and 13,896 tons of silver. A pretty 
good load for the American people to 
carry around in their pockets, which is 
another evidence that we are a great 
people. * 


A Very Large Lung. 

A “chemical lung” is the latest thing 
proposed for the ventilation of tunnels. 
It was lately tested in London by four- 
teen scientists. A room 15x28 was kept 
for an hour ata temperature of 82 de- 
grees, and the air was loaded with im- 
purities. The men of science were now 
called upon ‘to enter, and the air was 
made still more impure by burning sul- 
phur and carbonic acid gas. Then the 
‘‘shemical lung,” or so called punkah, 
measuring 4x2.6, was set in motion. 
The temperature was soon reduced to 
65 degrees, and the air ‘freed from all 
impurities. Then fat was burned to 
test the machine for organic substances, 
and the ‘‘lung”’ was started up just in 
time to prevent the examining gentle- 
men from running out for fresh. air. 
It is proposed to use the invention dur- 
ing the construction of the channel

Various claimants came for- 
ward, and, in order to avoid litigation, 
the district magistrate made them over 
to the local Hindu religious association. 
They have been built into the wall at 
one end of its hall, where they were in- 
spected with interest by Sir Stuart Bay- 


STORE DETECTIVES. 


They Have Become a Necessity in Dry 
. Goods Houses. 

The detective has become a perma- 
nent fixture in the big dry goods houses. 
Not one of the up-town establishments 
is without a vigilant ‘‘fly cop,” and 
many have as many as four or five men 
detailed to do this kind of duty at this 
time of the year, says the New York 
Star. These men in not a few cases 
were selected on the advice of Inspectur 
Byrnes. The holiday season brings the 
shoplifters and the petty thieves, male 
and female, to the front, and they min- 
gle with the crowds which throng the 
stores. 

Pickpockets, too, find the busy stores 
a profitable field for their art. The de- 
teetive, who, mayhap, is acting as floor- 
walker, or presiding with a tape and 
check blank at some counter, has, his 
eyes open for this element of the popu- 
lation. Many a ‘‘crook” feels a tap on 
his shoulder and hears a whisper in his 
ear to make a hurried exit. 

The shoplifters give the detectives the 
most concern... Toys and small articles 
are tumbled about in confusion on the 
counters in the big stores, and while the 
girl attending is for the moment an- 


shoplifter essays to make a quick and 
big haul. 

The detective is on the lookout for 
this kind. of customers, and few get 
farther than the door. If they escape 
one man, the scrutiny of another, near 
the entrance, will hardly fail to detect 
the shoplifter’s suspicious actions. With 
all these precautions, however, the big 
stores annually lose a large sum through 
theft. 


THE CORINTH CANAL. 


Interesting Particulars Concerning a Great 
Undertaking. 

The Corinth canal, which will sever 
the Peloponnesus from the mainland of 
Greece, and will permit the largest 
ships to pass directly from the Gulf of 
Athens to the Gulf of Corinth, is said to 
be rapidly approaching completion. A 
recently published account gives some 
interesting particulars coneerning the 
undertaking. 

The work was begun, says the En- 
gineering and Building Record, some 
eight years ago by a French company. 
It was to have been finished in 1887, but 
various troubles delayed it, and now 
1895 is named as the earliest date on 
which it can be opened for traffic. The 
canal will have no locks, but is level 
from end to end and is perfectly straight. 
It is to be ninety-six feet wide and 
thirty-six feet deep. At the Corinth end 
it is crossed. by a railroad bridge 164 
feet high, under which the tallest ships 
may pass without lowering their top- 
masts. With the exception of about 
200 yards in the center the channel, it is 
said, has already been excavated down

TOM FITCH AT DENVER. 


His Voice Again Uplifted in The 
Interest of the People. 

The Denver News contains a rat- 
tling speech vy the Hon. Thos. Fitch 
in that city on January 15, 1891. ‘Mr. 
Fitch, was as usual eloquent, and gave 
the free coinage question a vigorous 
overhauling; such a one as only Tom 
Fitck can. The speech was delivered 
before the Denver Chamber of Com- 
merce, and the Gazetre reproduces it 
in full: 

Hail Denver! the sheen of whose 
silger helmet illuminates a continent. 
Hail beautiful city of pioneers! Hail 
mighty commonwealth, whose regal 
fortunes have been upbuilded by the 
men who wield pick and hammer and 
drill. In their bebalf let the brains 
and courage and enterprise of Colora- 
do represented in this ball send to- 
night to the House of Representatives 
at Washington, the message that the 
prosperity of this city and this State, 
that the. peace and safety of the mi- 
ners’ cabins. and the farmers’ cottages, 
from the Santee to the San Diego and 
from the lakesto the gulf, depend 
upon the restoration of free coinage. 
That the people of twelve trans-Mis- 
souri States refuse to be longer denied 
the protection to which they are en- 
titled and the justice for which they 
have beseeched, in vain, these many 
years. That with us upon this ques- 
tion, the voice of party is hushed to 
dumbness. That we forget whether 
we are : 


REPUBLICANS OR DEMOCRATS, 


that in the presence of or insolvency 
of hope and despair, almost of life or 
death, we care nothing about. race 
problems or tariff puzzles; that there 
must be no more evasion and no more 
experimenting, and no more jugglery ; 
that in behalf of the silver miners an 
wheat farmers and cotton growere of 
twenty-five States, we demand free 
coinage of silver, and. that we will 
have it. Why should Congress longer 
hesitate to comply with this demand? 
Those. who have hitherto refused it, 
have made no adequate reply to the 
ironclad syllogisms of the advocates of 
bi-metalism. They have contented 
themselves, but they can no. longer 
coment the country with their silent 
and sullen opposition to free. coinage 
and silent subservience to the coward- 
ice and greed of Wall street. 

‘ The cause of bi-metalism has been 
often stated in your hearing. I can 
hope to bring no new argument to its 
upholding, yet in performance of the 
task with which you have honored 
me, I will briefly array a few familiar 
thoughts. 

Ours is a nation which from Arctic 
sea to tropic cape, from Pacific to At- 
lantic, the most resourceful, the most 
powerful country on earth. 

No ancient or modern empire can 
compare with our republic in resources 
or extent. Itis occupied by 65,000,000 
of bright, brave, free, intelligent, in- , 
dustrious and energetic people. It is 
filled with the natural resources of 
every zone. 

GOLD AND SILVER 


And copper and lead and iron and 
coal from the mountains, cattle and 
sheep from the plains, cotton from the 
South, corn and. wheat from the West, ‘ 
oil from the recesses of the wounded 
rocks, hydco-carbon gas in affluent tor- 
nadoes from the earth’s caverns, and 
power pulsing in profusion from a 
myriad of cataracts. Every food pro- 
duct of every clime, every resouree of 
every land,and every article of homan 
need that deft fingers and strong arms 
may fashion can found within our 
confines: Among the nations there 
are none so prosperous or so powerful 
as ours, none whose wealth has in- 
c s0 marvelously, none whose 
workers ought to be socontented in the 
present or so secure for the coming 


years. 

Do the people share in this bounty ? 
Are the laborers of the land satisfied 
with existing conditions? Are they 
free from apprehension of the future? 
Do the lips of well paid toil burst forth 
in cheery music to the accompaniment 
of 


BEATING HAMMERS AND RINGING ANVILS? 


Are warmth and plenty inmates of the 
laborer’s home, and is idleness a 
stranger in his shop? Does the farm- 
er find his brow unfurrowed by the 
plow of care? Are the highways free 
from tramps and the poor-houses and 
prison tenantless? | 

Alas, no! Each year the spiral coil 
of contraction narrows in the hands of 
giant capitalists who hold it. Each 
year the wages of labor and the value 
of the farmer’s crop are a little less. 
Each year the payment of the interest 
money becomes more difficult and the 
prospect of lifting the mortgage more 
remote. Each year the debtors of the 
land sink a little deeper in the mire.

The Legisiature Fairly at Werk, 

With Economy for Its Watch- 

Word. 

Carson, Jan. 21, 1891. 

Eprror Gazette: The excitement 
and bustle of the first day of the 
Legislative session has calmed down, 
and the second day found the mem- 
bers at their desks, ready to préceed 
with the business usually &ken up at 
the beginning of a session. As has 
already been circulated by the press, 
the disposition is to cut down andéthe 
cry of economy has been heard by the 
Solons, and the Senate has taken the 
initiative by cutting out several at- 
taches. Other measures are talked 
of, such as a reduction of the station- 


ary allowance, mileage, etc., but the 
economists interline in their. argu- 
ments that it would hardly be fair to 
cut the present members, as they were 
elected under the old law, and 
such acut would be a hardship on 
them, but it can be made so that 
future aspirants to Legislative honors 
will know that this portion of the 
draw-down will not be forthcoming. 
The poor preacher bas nad to suffer 
by being requested to pray for the 
Senators free of charge, while the 
Assembly offers him $2 50 for prayer. 
At last accounts the ministers had 
gone on a strike. 

The Legislative appropriation bill. 
has been introduced. Following this 
measures relating to the Australian 
method of balloting, repealing the 
12 o’clock saloon law, the calling of a 
Constitntional Convention, and some 
matters of smaller importance. 


THE WARDEN FIGHT 


Has occupied more particularly the 
attention of the members up to this 
time than any other matter. Bell and 
Emmitt of Reno, McCullough, present 


incumbent, and John Ulirick, ex- 
Sheriff of Ormsby, are, or were, in the 
field, but it is now reported, and pretty 
well settled, that McCullough has the 
best of it, and that the others will 
likely pull out. It is. wonderful in 
connection with this matter, how 
quick, after McCullough’s stock went 
up, some of his opponents thought it 
wise economy to dispense with the 
office of Warden and make the Lieu- 
tenant-Governor ex-officio Warden, in 
order to.save the State much expense. 
It is indeed amusing.to hear some of 
the schemes for economy advanced. 
Many of them are, of course, good, 
yet others are penny-wise. It was 
seriously talked of in the Senate to- 
day to fill up the vacancies on the list 
of attaches, but the final disposition 
of the matter has now been postponed 
till Monday next.

“Did you back White Nose in the last 
race?” asked a race-goer of his friend in 
the betting ring at Sheepshead Bay on 
the last day of the meeting. 

“No,” was the reply. 

‘‘Wéll, hurry up and get your money 
on Fitzjames for the next race. It’s 
one of the best things of the season, and 
Barnes is riding.” 

“T guess I won’t touch it to-day.” 

‘‘Why, what’s the matter?” 

“Well, Ilaced my shoe up the wrong 
way this morning, and then unlaced it 
and laced it up properly. That’s a sure 
sign of bad luck. If I had let it be 
laced wrongly I would have had good 
luck all day, but, like achump, I didn’t. 
Doing such a thing as that is such a 
hoodoo that if Salvator and Big Brown 
Jug were in a race together and I were 


‘to back Salvator, Lovell’s plug would 


win.’’ 

Many of the big betters always carry 
a mascot of some kind or another with 
them. With some -it is a cane, with 
others an umbrella. Some carry a piece 
of money, many of them having an old 
copper piece. Lots of them believe in 
some article of wearing apparel, which 
may vary from a sock to an old coat. 
The bookmakers seem to be particular- 
ly partial to coats. 

A hunchback is always looked on with 
favor by patrons of the race course. 
This is where turfmen differ - from 
theatrical men, as actors think a hunch- 
back is a hoodoo, and have been known 
to refuse to play because they saw one 
in the audience. Turfmen think that 
to be able to touch the hump of a hunch- 
back will bring them good luck all that 
day. They scheme in all kinds of ways 
to do so, and if one of these deformed 
men or women should ‘happen ‘to get 
into a crowd, his back is rubbed very 
considerably before he gets out.

these dreamers invariably tell their 
friends of their dreams.

It is an odd one, and the 
man did not say whether or not he had 
been drinking the night before it was 
dreamed, The dreamer fancied that he 
was receiving all kinds of odd presents 
from everyone he met. The presents 
were of no earthly use to him, and he 
could not make out why they were 
given tohim.

Tips are now to be had from some 
new drop-a-nickel-in-the-slot machines. 
These machines have miniature race 
tracks attached. Half a dozen horses 
are fastened on wires and go speeding 
round the track when a nickel is 
dropped in, 
wins is carefully noted. The supersti- 
tious then study the programme for a 
similar color and play that horse. 
Sometimes they win and sometimes 
they don’t. They have won often enough 
to make the-superstitious believe in the 
tip. 

Tosee.a piebald or calico horse, as 
they are sometimes called, is a very 
good sign. To have a strange dog fol- 
low you in the street is also considered 
good luck. ‘To have good luck during 
the day one must get ow of bed on the 
right side, and the right foot must 
touch the floor first. ‘Then there is the 
old superstition about seeing the new 
moon over the left shoulder. 

Another tip which many of the super- 
stitious are ready to take is given when 
the horses are at the post ready to start. 
Very often the saddle girths get a little 
loose, and the jockey will ask permis- 
sion to dismount and have them tight- 
ened. The superstitious cal] this ‘‘put- 
ting on the cinch,” and as soon as they 
seo. a boy dismount they hurry off to 
the betting ring to put on some money. 
It is rather curious to note that several 
horses that have had their saddle girths 
tightened.when they haye been at the 
post lately have won their races. 


Mammoth Masonry. 

The greatest piece of solid masonry of 
modern times is now: in course of con- 
struction in the Bombay Presidency. 
There being danger that the water sup- 
ply of the city of Bombay would soon 
becéme insufficient, it was decided to 
inclose the water shed of the valley, 
which drains into the sea south of the 
city, by means of adam. The gigantic 
structure, which will. be completed in 
March next, is two miles long, 118 feet 
in height and 103 feet wide at the basc. 
The roadway on the top is.to be 24 feet 
in width, and the stonework will cost 
half a million sterling. ‘The lakes of 
water which the dam will imp:%son will 
be eight square miles in area.
